.AN ACT to confer jurisdiction in divorce and bastardy pro-

ceedings or actions upon the municipal court of the city and 
county of Milwaukee. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represent«1 in St-nite oil 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. The municipal court of the city and county of 

Milwaukee is hereby given concurrent jurisdiction equal with 
the circuit court in all divorce and bastardy proceedings or ac-
tions. All summonses, records, orders, and judgments in said 
bastardy and divorce proceedings shall be filed with the clerk 
of the circuit court, provided, however, that no such actions and 
proceedings shall be commenced in said municipal court. The 
said municipal judge shall have the same powers in all matters 
and proceedings in said divorce and bastardy cases as the circuit 
judges, and said municipal judge may at any time be requested 
by the judge of any circuit court to hear, try, and determine any 
such divorce or bastardy action. This act shall not he held to
